S a precaution against an unfavourable 
hay-making season, surplus — grass 
should be made into silage during the

A top-dressing. of 15 cwt. per acre of nitro 
chalk or suiphate of ammonia should hbe 
given when the stock are removed, and the 
field will be ready for cutting about the end 
of June or earlv Julv. The grass will then 
be thick on the ground, and of high feed- 
ing value. It should he cut with a mower 
when about a foot high, raked into rows 
and gathered into heaps for carting. 


Where to Build Stack. 


The site on whi h 
should he decided 
consideration. Tf 
fiells, a man and a horse will 
every day during the winter, 
therefore. much hetter to build 
reach of the farm buildings.

MUNSTER INSTITUTE TEST. 
HE eighth four-weekly report issued by 
I the Department of Agriculture in con- 
nection with the egg-laying competition 
which is being conducted at the Munster In- 
stitute, Cork, covers the period 16th October, 
1930, to 27th May, 1931. It indicates thet, 
excluding eggs produced under the weight 
prescribed for second grade, and making 
allowance for 20 deaths during the period, the 
average egg vield per pullet for each of the 
principal breeds was as follows :— 

White Wvandotte—143.7 (204 pullets). 

Rhode Island Red—139.0 (163 pullets). 

White Leghorn—137.7 (113 pullets). 

Buff Rock—125.8 (40 nullets). 

Light Sussex—130.7 (30 pullets). 

The average egg vield per duck was 163.1 
for Khaki Campbell and 152.5 for Indian 
Runner. 

Pen No. 17 (White Wvandotte), owned by 
Mrs. N. Chearniev, Glendoneen, Ballinhassig. 
County Cork, still leads with a score of 946 
eggs, value £7 Os. 34d. 

In the Duck Section. Pen No. 15 (Khaki 
Campbell), owned by Miss B. Knox, Rennets- 
town Hall, Kilkenny, still leads wtb a svore 
of 763 eggs, value £4 7s. 94d

A whole view 
of life is contained in the average English- 
man’s desire to have appended to his name 
upon an envelope the mystic abbreviation 
“ Esg.”

the initial of his surname, the object 
being, I fancy, not to betray his name to 
others, as well as to impress the casual. 

In the South of Ireland the letters indi- 
cating a man’s academic degree are 
habitually written after his name—a pro- 
cedure held in Northern Ireland and in 
England, for some inexplicable reason, to 
indicate a lack of good taste in both writer 
and addressee. Does there remain in this 
southern usage something of the tradi. 
tional respect for learning and the 
learned ? oe would like to think so, but 
when one remembers those quaint cases 
of Oriental gentlemen who placard them- 
selves as ‘‘ Failed B.A. (Calcutta),’’ if 
looks as though the passion for alpha- 
betical distinctions really reflects a 
sort of snobbery.

Frogs and Snaiis. 


At a public dinner which T attended 
recently, one of the guests boasted .f 


having eaten snails, and declared them | 


very tasty, but the faces of his audience 
reflected grave doubts. Nevertheless, a 
taste for frous and snails has begun 19 
permeate Ireland at last. 

Frogs, I am told, form a delicacy which 
is at its best in the later months of the 
year Only the hind legs are consume. 
In France it is a common sight to see the 
grenoulliv?res—women who sell frogs— 
going from house to house offering the 
elusive creatures alive for sale, and pre- 
paring such as are bought for the table 
with deft skill born of jong practice. Frog 
soup commands attention on every truly 
French ménu: and, when fried in butter 
and served a la Poulctte, they are not to 
be hastily rejected. | 

The edible snail helongs to a particular 
species called the Vieneron. wich is bred 
on a large scale in Burgundy and Cham- 
pagne, where it is fed largely on vine 
leaves. At the end of a period the beasts 
—if IT may call them heasts—are made to 
fast for a month, after which thev are 
sealed nn in their shells, the mouths cf 
which are stuffed with garlic. chopped 
parsley and butter. Thev are served ver 
hot. either in their own shells or in tinv 
earthen pots. and are eaten with the ai 
of a small donhle-pronged fork adapted 
to the delicate task.

In moving the seeond reading of the Juries 
(Protection) Bill, 161, 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for

DUBLIN'S INTERESTS 
FOR VISITORS. 


VALUABLE WORK OF 
NEW SCHOOL. 


(By MANNING ROBERTSON, F.R.I.B.A., 
M.R.I.A.I.) 
HE annual conferer.ce of the Royal 

I Institute of British Architects, which 

cpens to-day, marks the first occasion 
upon which Dublin has been selected as the 
venne for the conference. Dublin's heritage 
of eighteenth century work gives us some- 
thing that we can rest assured will interest 
and satisfy her guests. Such conferences 
serve a valuable purpose in the worlds of 
scienee and art, which overstep national 
boundaries, and it is to be hoped that the 
oceasion will serve to fan public interest ir 
Ireland in the most useful of the arts. Ire- 
land at last possesses a worthy training 
ground for her young architects, and has 
fallen into line with other countries in 
establishing a school of architecture of her 
own. 

The advantages of school training over 
private apprenticeship in architectural educa- 
tion is no longer in dispute, but it Is, per- 
haps, not astonishing that vestiges of the 
older order should have lingered on in Ire- 
land, where both conservatism and love of 
the personal factor are still deeply en- 
trenched.

INVALUABLE TRAINING. 


It is, therefore, highly to the credit of the 
foval Institute of Architects of LTreland 
and of the Architectural Association of Íre- 
land that those bodies should have sponsored 
the establishment of the University College 
School. It ts due to them that the old plan 
Is virtually diseredited, despite a consider- 
able loss of income to those members whio 
were formerly in the habit of accepting 
pupils. lt is not to be denied that satisfac- 
tory results were often obtained under private 
tutelage, hut the excellence oi the 
Dublin School, under the direction of Pro 
fessor R. M. Butler, equipped, as it is, with 
its fine new studio, makes a certainty of a 
sound architectural training for students 
who quality. In addition, the school life 
fosters a corporate fellowship that should he 
‘nvaluable to the profession in its task of 
influencing a better public taste and accept 
ance.

Dublin has possessed a Chair of Architecture 
since its foundation:

The present school, 
the first and only one in Ireland, represents 
the effective collaboration ot the (College 
authorities with the R.I.A.I. and of the 
Architectural Association of Ireland. It is 
now recognised as the most effective means 
of entry into the R.I.A4.I. and the Roval 
Institute of British Architects exempts stu- 
dents who have passed the five vears course 
from all their examinations except the final. 

The school offers a five-vear degree course 
(Bach. Arch.) for a student who has matricu- 
lated at the (University. The first three years 
are wholly devoted to lectnres and practical 
courses tn the College. with additional work 
in the School of Art. while in the fourth and 
fifth years a specified period Is devoted to 
work In the office of a practising architect. 
The other portion of the academie vear is 
taken up with lectures and studio work at the 
C‘ollege. A certificate mm architecture may 
also be awarded to a student who has not 
matriculated at the University if he or she 
has passed the preliminary examination of the 
R.1.A.T.. or has heen exempted from it. This 
certificate involves a four-year course, almost 
identical with the degree course. of which 
the last vear includes work with a practising 
architect.

SCOPE OF THE BILL, 

In general, the decision raised the question 
as to whether, when the Minister by order 
dissolved a County Council, it was possible 
to have in such circumstances such a body, 
sav, as a Board of Health, a Vocational 
Educational Committee. a Mental Hospital 
Committee—.Joint or otherwise—legally con- 
stituted at all. 

The present bill, therefore, proposed to 
amend Section 72 of the 1925 Act so as to 
make the powers therein provided adequate 
for dealing with the circumstances that 
necessarily arose when a County Council was 
dissolved. It was proposed to enact that this, 
or any similar provrsinn in the Act of 1925 
(Section 12), should always be deemed to 
have conferred the powers which were now 
made more explicit, The general acts of the 
body to act as constituted in 1925 would thus 
be validated. 

The bill, however, under Section 6. pro- 
posed to Spreserve the steps which had been 
taken by the present Joint Committee, 
appointed subsequent to the reconstitution 
of the Dublin Council, to give effect to the 
judgement of the High Court in the Woods 
case already referred to as regards salaries 
and wages of the officers and servants, which 
steps would otherwise he made illegal by 
the earlier part of the bill. 


MR. DAVIS'S AMENDMENT. 

Mr. DAVIS (Govt., Mayo, N.) moved an 
amendment that “ The Dail declines to give 
a second reading to a bill which includes as 
one of its provisions a proposal to extend 
the powers of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. in relation to local 
authorities dissolved by him until the Minister 
has taken the appropriate steps to restore the 
Mayo County Council.”’ 

He said that the position of the Mayo 
County Council loomed very much in the lime- 
light not long ago. He had been glad to see 
that the Minister was seeking additional 
powers to deal with the situation that had 
arisen in Mayo, because he felt that he could 
give the Minister a run for it. 

The situation arose through the appoint- 
ment of a librarian in Mayo. An advertise- 
ment was issued by the Local Appointments 
Commissioners for the position, and that ad- 
vertisement stipulated that a competent know- 
ledge of Irish was essential. The resolution 
yefusing to appoint Miss Dunbar as librarian 
was passed first by the Library Committee, 
and that resolution dealt with her want of a 
knowledge of Irish. It came before the Mayo 
County Council subsequently, and was 
adopted by them. The only question in the 
matter was that Miss Dunbar did not possess 
a competent. knowledge of Irish. 

He considered that be was in a position to 
claim that the Mayo County Council was not 
dissolved because of inefficiency — the 
Inspector of the Department who went down 
to investigate reported that there was no 
question of anything wrong—it was simply 
a question of disobedience in not carrying

AN AWKWARD PAUSE. 

After Deputy Davis had resumed his seat. 
there was a pause, and when no other deputy 
made any move to speak, the Minister for 
Local Government said: ‘‘ Am I to under- 
stand that that is all the criticism there is 
on this matter’’’ 

There was no answer, and the SPEAKER 
said that, if there was no further discussion, 
he would put Deputy Davis's amendment. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (¥F.F., Mavo N.) said 
that he had waited to. see if some member 
would rise from the other side of the House. 
The amendment by Deputy Davis was almost 
Fe the same as one which he himself 
ad submitted to the Speaker on this matter. 

A PRETENCE. 

Any deputy with his eves open would see 
that there was very little sincerity behind 
this amendment.

_ BOOKS RETURNED. 

Mr. WALSH (F.F., Mayo §.) said that 
one hundred and twelve centres of the Jibrars 
were functioning before the present position 
arose, but eighty-two had since returned the 
books, Fianna Fail members did not 
apologise for being Catholics or taking up 
the Catholic attitude on matters of Catholic 
importance. The Minister was making a 
great mistake if he thought he was going to 
cowe the priests and people of Mayo. If he 
pushed the situation too lar, he might arouse 
feelings which were better dead. He was 
going to embitter the feelings between the 
people of Mayo and their Protestant neigh- 
bours. The people there had not very sweet 
memories of the proselytising campaigns in 
the county, and it would be better to allow 
those memories to lie dead. 

Since Miss Dunbar went to Mavo she had 
supplied books to seven centres, from four of 
which they were returned. Did the Minister 
thik that the Bishop of Killala and the 
Dean of the Diocese of Tuam had entered 
the controversy with a desire to create 
mischief, or did he realise that they repre- 
sented ninety-eight per cent. of the people 
of Mayo? 

TRINITY COLLEGE. 

This apparently was the only State where 
the national sentiment of the majority could 
be flouted. In Trinity College the “ Soldier's 
Song “ was flouted, and still any educational 
advantages accruing were utilised by that 
institution. 

Mr. MULCAHY—Keep to Mayo. 

Mr. WALSH—We will leave the conduct of 
business to the chai. 

Mr. FAHY (in the chair)—I think the 
deputy should leave Trinity. There 1s 
nothing about it in the amendment. 

Mr. WALSH—I think I am entitled to 
show where national sentiment is flouted. 

Mr. FAHY—Trinity College has not been 
dissolved, (Laughter.) 

Concluding, Mr. Walsh challenged the 
Minister to prove that the library scheme was 
functioning in Mayo, or that it would function 
in the future under present conditions. 

Professor THRIFT (Indpt., Dublin Univer- 
sity) denied that the ‘‘ Soldiers’ Song was 
flouted in Trinity College. The incident to 
which Deputy Walsh referred arose in another 
way. Deputy Walsh had stated that Trinity 
College was maintained by State funds. That 
was not so: it was true that £5.000 a year 
was paid ont of State funds as compensation 
for loss of lands and consequent loss accruing 
from the sale of lands.

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, S.) said that 
the system of local government could be im- 
proved, but not by the suppression of 
Councils. 

Mr. CLERY (F.F., Mavo, N.) said that the 
person who was appointed librarian in Mayo 
would never have been appointed were it not 
that at the time there was a by-election in 
County Dublin, and the instructions to ap- 
point her came from the Orange Lodges and 
the Unionists in County Dublin. 


LABOUR LEADER'S VIEWS. 


Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mavo, 8.) said 
that when the Minister for Local Government 
in 1923 took power to suppress local author1- 
ties he gave the impression that such power 
would rarely, if ever, be used, but since then 
it had become quite the thing for the 
Ministry to suppress local authorities. 

He protested against that policy. It 
calculated to undermine the belief—which 
ought to be encouraged—in the minds of the 
people that they were a self-governing com 
munity. The growth of bureaucracy in this 
wav would have reactions which would not 
be good for the community as a whole, and 
would encourage the growth of movements 
opposed to democratic and even parliamentary 
government | 

He could not believe, and refused to believe. 
that the only way left to the Minister in the 
Mavo dispute was to suppress the County 
Council. It was an act that could not be 
justified, and from that point of view it was 
a foolish act. 

In the selection of a librarian local circum- 
stances and conditions should have been 
taken into account, and that had not been 
dene. Miss Dunbar was one of four or five 
who were candidates for positions in other 
counties, and when the others had chosen 
their localities Miss Dunbar had no option 
but to take the last place. 

MINISTER CASTIGATED. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F.. Cork Borough) com- 
mended the action. of Mr. Davis for his 1in- 
dependence. It was important that: one of 
the Government back-benchers had shown 
seme back-bone in this matter. The par- 
ticular occupant of the position in Mayo, in 
the opinion of all parties, was incapable of 
filling the position, and was never appointed 
bv either the Government or the Appoint- 
ments Commission... and the appointment. 
such as it was, was by the obstinacy and 
stupidity of the Minister being forced down 
the throats of the people. 

Mr. O'RELLY (F.F.. Dublin N.) said that 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon sub- 
stantiated his (Mr. 0 'Rellv s) statement that 
the Minister was unfit for his job. He ought 
to have seen the consequences of his act in 
suppressing the Dublin Corporation or 
other public authorities an the area. 
The City of Dublin had to pay 
dearly for the stupidities of the Local 
Government Department. Under the bill 
not only were the mistakes to he rectified, 
but the Minister was to have limitless powers 
to do whatever he-thonght fit, and they had 
already had experience of what he was 
capable of. His illegalities of the past were 
to he legalised and he was to be indemnified 
against any action by aggrieved persons 1 
public bodies. 

‘A TIGHT CORNER." 

He agreed with Deputy Ruttledge that for 
an educational appointment of this kind it 
was necessary that. where the majority of 
the neonle were mainly Catholics. a Catholic 
should be appointed. He would suv the same 
with regard to a place where the majority of 
peonie were Protestants. 

The: Protestant Church. as well as the 
Catholic Church. claimed that for educational 
posilions the relicion of the people must he 
taken into account. The ecclesiastical au- 
thorities decided tht this was an educational 
position and, having done that, they were 
right in Jemanding that a Catholic should be 
appointed 

This Mayo apresr’ ment had put the Presi- 
dent in a very tight corner. and he had cone 
his best to zet od; of it, but did not quite 
succeed in convincing anybody that the ap- 
pointment was a good one, or one that ought 
to he maintained. He wondered if the Presi- 
dent was verv thankful to the individual re- 
sponsible for landing him in the awful mess. 


MR. COSGRAVE DEFENDS 
MINISTER'S ACTION. 
President COSGRAVE stated that every 
thing in connection with the appointment of 
Miss Dunbar had been pi ae done. Selec- 
tion Boards sometimes placed candidates in 
the order of merit, but occasionally that 
order was not accepted. Where such a 
thing happened the candidates concerned 
could inquire the reason, and there was no 

objection to their being told. 
Mr. O'KELLY—But they are not told 
automatically,

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The PRESIDENT— No, but there is no ob- 
jection to their being told. They are invited 
to inquire, 

Mr. WALSH (F.F , Mayo)—But they have 
uever been told that is the case. 

The, PRESIDENT—That is 
thing that is keeping the Fianna Fail Party 
in the position in which it is, It has not the 
confidence of anybody, and these whisperings 
ave a discredit to them and to the country. 

In reference to the question of the age of 
applicants, the President said that in all 
the advertisements the age was stated to be 
not under twenty-five, and not: more than 
forty years. The Selection Board was not 
acquainted with the names of candidates 
who came before them, end the selection 
made was forwarded to the Minister, and by 
him sent to the County Council. That pro- 
cess was followed in the case of Mayo. The 
Council there refused to accept the selected 
candidate. It was then open to the Minis- 
ter to proceed by mandamus, or to appoint a 
Commissioner to take over the business of 
the Council. He (the President) was satis- 
fied that any Government in power or any 
individuals would have no other course open 
to them, but to do as the Minister for 
Local Government had done. 

‘STANDING ORDERS."’ 

Mr. de Valera said that last Wednes- 
day the Whip of the Fianna Fail Party in- 
fended. to put in on behalf of Deputy 
tuttledge a motion practically the same as 
chat which now appeared in the name of 
Deputy Davis. He was informed that. if 
such a motion were put down, Mr. Ruttledge 
wonld have to withdraw a motion which 
had stood in his name on the Order Paper 
for some time in connection with the sup- 
pression of Mayo County Council; and which 
could only be taken in private members’ 
time. He wanted to know why it would be 
out of, order to put down that amendment 
which they were discussing when it was in 
order for Deputy Davis to do so. 

The SPEAKER said that the amendment 
was not out of order, and that nobody told 
Deputy Ruttledge that it was. He had ex- 
plained to Deputy Ruttledge and Depnty 
Boiand that as the discussion on the amend- 
ment would cover practically the « me ground 
as the discussion of the motion of Deputy 
Ruttiedge on the Order Paper, he could 
not hear a discussion on the motion after- 
wards. Deputy Ruttledge preferred to 
wait, and withdrew his amendment at 10.45 
on Thursday night. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that the motion 
now before the House affected other issues, 
such as Grangegorman, and he objected to 
being “‘manwuvred into voting on several 
different issues.”’ 

The SPEAKER said that that point bad 
heen made by Deputy Ruttledge, and that 
was why he withdrew his amendment. When 
Deputv Davis put down his amendment, he 
(the Speaker) had to accept it, as it was

SPEAKER CORROBORATED. 

Mr. BOLAND. (F.F.. Roscommon) said 
that the Speaker had described what had 
happened correctly. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.F )—That is so. 

Mr. de VALERA said that Fianna 
wished to get a separate decision on 
Mavo question. 

The SPEAKER said that he appreciated 
the point that deputies might be prepared to 
vote for the amendment and not for the 
motion, or rice versa, and, for that reason, 
if the amendment was defeated, he was pre 
nared to take a vote on the motion.

MR. DE VALERA ON RELIGIOUS 
TOLERANCE, 


Mr. de VALERA said that the amendment 
raised a number of fundamental questions.

Thev were against giving to the 
Minister anv more powers, as thev believed 
it wonld lead to bureaucracy, and to a little 
oligarchy attempting to do what they could 
not do—namelv,-1un local affairs. 
RELIGIOUS FAIR PLAY. 

Nobody could defend the Mayo appoint 
ment. The fact that the librarian was not 
qualified in Irish was a sufficient indication 
of her unfitness for this post in a Gaeltacht 
county, and that was the greund on which 
the motion to reject her was based. 

He helieved that every citizen in this 
country was entitled to his or her share of 


public appointments, and that there should | 


discrimination on the ground of 
Religion should not be used as an 
excuse for denving a person an appointment 
for which he was fullv qualified. 

If he thought the principle, “a Catholic 
for a Catholic appointment,’’.was a new prin 
cille introduced merely to deny a Protestant 
an appointment, he would vote against it, but 
he knew that that was not the case. 

If the librarianship involved active pro- 
paganda work of an educational character— 
and he believed it must—-then the people of 
Mavo were justified in insisting on a Catholic 
librarian in a county where over ninetv- 
eight per cent. of the people were Catholics. 

PROTESTANT RIGHTS. 

He was against the principle of centralisa 
tion as shown bv the present Executive, and 
against the method of making appointments 
at the centre, for which there was no justifi- 
cation. That had been put forward by some 
people, who said that, if they had not that 
system, a Protestant would not get a posi- 
tion in the country. He believed that Pro 
testants were entitled to their proportion, but 
they should not try to force upon a Catholic 
community a librarian in the quality of a 
teacher to whom the local people obiect. The 
result in Mave was that the whole library 
svstem was nullified in the county. 
‘There could he no suggestion that this 
matter was introduced at this time simply 
to discriminate against the minority or to 
inflict anv hardship upon them. The people 
of Mavo had a right to resist this as unjust 
and unfair. 

Mr. MULLINS (Independent Republican, 
Cork, W.). said that the position created in 
Mavo would be a monument to the colossal 
stupidity of the heads of the Department of 
Local Government. 

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth), said: that 
whereas local bodies might he corrupt in two- 
penny halfpenny matters, the Ministry: were 
eorrupt in the matter of millions of pounds. 
In order to vet a job under the Faercal 
pointments Commission one hard toa

UNCOMPROMISING SPEECH 
BY MR. MULCAHY. 


Mr. MULCAHY. Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, said that there was no body or party 
in the House that did not realise and admit 
that that assembly could make laws to order 
and govern society in this country. What. 
ever mistake the Government micht make. 
they were not, as guardians of order, and as 
the people entrusted with the carrving out 
out of government, to sit by and see the law 
undermined and made a mockerv of. Was 
the House going to cendemn his action in 
connection with the County Mavo dispute, for 
securing that, while responsible for the genera] 
administration and supervision of public ser- 
viees of local covernment, he insisted that 
local authorities should not defy the law’ 

Mr. (YCONNELL—Was there ro other way 
of dealing with it than by suppressing the 
County Council’ 

Mr. MUIMAARY asid that thev conid have 
proceeded by mandamus. but they did not 
do that for the reason that the Council in its 
final minutes proposed to defer the striking 
of the library rate. Also there was no reason 
why Mavo should be saddled with the costs 
of mandamus proceedings in connection 
with the matter of the Council evading their 
statutory duty. 


A QUIBBLE. 

If the House condemned his action, then 
it condemned him, hecause he saw that the 
law was carried out. There was no way 
by which Deputy O'Connell could get away 
with the quibble that the Local Appoint: 
ments acted illegally in this matter. 

The point was made that the applicants 
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for the position of Jibvarian in Maye, and 
that, thereíore, they were not dealing in 
the matter for Mayo. He quoted Section 
9 of the Local Appointments Act, which 
provided that the Local Appointments Com- 
missioners might select candidates by such 
means and in such manner as they thought 
proper. : 

Applications were made for specific place 
and not ouly for specific places, but ÁR 
eants were asked whether they had any par- 
ticular preference. The applicants, as a 
tule, ga'e their first and second preference, 
and a the case in which Miss Dunbar was 
selecte.l for Mayo, her first preference was 
for Cavan, and her second for Mayo. She 
was the only one of the five selected can- 
didates who selected Mayo, and she was the 
fourth in the lst for five places. She deli- 
berately selected Mayo when her first pre- 
ference for Cavan was taken by another 
candidate. 

MISS DUNBAR'S REQUEST. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Lah., Mayo)—Did the 
Selection Committee sit to select a librarian 
for Mayo, and did they select Miss Dunbar? 

The Minister—Yes. 

_ President COSGRAVE—It is purely and 
simply a quibble, 

Continuing, the Minister said that, at any 
rate, Miss Dunbar was not sent to Mavo 
without her asking to be sent. It was her 
second preference 

Mr. O'CONNELL—If Cavan were available, 
would she go there? 

The MINISTER—If Cavan were available 
she would go there. 

The MINISTER, proceeding, said that 
Deputy Davis first raised the question that in 
connection with Irish the advertisement was 
misleading, and also raised the question that 
the Government was not interested in Irish, 
and that Mayo people were simply unfurling 
a national banner which had never been left 
unfurled in Mayo in standing by the appoint- 
ment of a person with a knowledge of Irish. 

KNOWLEDGE OF IRISH. 

The Local Appointments Commissioners 
were interested in Irish. and they went one 
better. The first advertisement. on the 12th 
February, 1930, for vacacies in Mayo, Carlow, 
Cavan and Kilkenny prescribed that a com- 
petent knowledce of Irish was essential in 
each case. Seventeen candidates came forward 
for interview, and only four of these were 
technically qualified, as far as librarianship 
as concernel], and only two were qualified as 
regards Irish, and only two appointments 
were made in accordance with the terms of 
the advertisement. None of the remaining 
thirteen were qualified in Irish. 

A second advertisement was. issued on the 
15th May in respect of Leitrim, Mavo, 
Cavan, Meath and Waterford. Owing to 
the obvious dearth of qualified librarians 
with a competent knowledge of Irish the 
Commissioners said that knowledge 
should not be an essential in future adver- 
tisements, but preference would be given for 
it, and in this case they recommended the 
application of Gaeltacht Order.: which 
had been issued for a certain length of time 
as the most systematic and effective way of 
getting competent Irish-speaking officials for 
Irish-speaking districts. 

THE GAELTACHT ORDER. 
“Will deputies in this House,” he asked 
stand by the operation of the Gaeltacht 
Order? Will they stand by the Act that when 
persons are appointed in Irish-speaking dis- 
tricts in positions where it is not possible to 
get competent Irish speakers for the nosition, 
that they are appointed temporarily—that 
they evacuate their positions at the end of 
three vears on failing to show by examina- 
tion that they are competent to discharge 
their duties through the medium of Irish ?” 

MR. DE VALERA’S BIAS.

appointed as a librarian or doctor in an Irish- 
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speaking county who was hot a Catholic, If 
that was to he so, thev would have te change 
their not do tt, as suggested, 
through back methods through the 
Local Appointments Commissioners.

ARGUMENT IN 


PRELIMINARY ISSUE. 


—_——_o- — 


(SEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing of the preliminary issue in the 
case of the Governors of the Erasmus Smith 
Schools against the Attorney-General of the 
Irish Free State and a number of “special 
defendants’’ was begun. 

The plaintiffs claim declarations that the 
object of Erasmus Smith in providing pro- 
perty and creating and endowing the charit- 
able trusts administered by them was to pro- 
pagate the Protestant faith according to the 
Scriptures, and to provide for the education, 
advancement, and assistance of Protestants, 
and that they are bound to hold and ad- 
minister the property vested in or trans- 
ferred to them, or their predecessors, in such 
manner as to give full effect to, and carry 
out such end and object; and that they are 
bound to ensure that the teaching of Pro- 
testant doctrine is an essential element in the 
education provided in the schools maintained 
and assisted by them with and out of the 
proceeds of such property. 

The Attorney-General does net admit that 
tne obiects of Erasmus Smith tha-e 
stated hy the plaintiffs, and submits that the 
paramount object of Erasmus Smith was the 
uplifting and disciplining, by means of educa- 
fion. of the poor children of the tenants end 
inhabitants on his lands; and that before and 
at the time of the foundation endowment, and 
ever since, the great majority of the children 
whom it was intended to benefit by the en- 
dowment were, and have heen, Roman 
Catholics. The Attornev-General. accordingly, 
counter-claims that the matter he referred to 
the Examiner to settle a scheme for the 
covernment, ordering and reguiating of the 


charitv. 
THE ‘“‘SPFCIAL DEFENDANTS." 

The “special defendants’? — Roman 
Catholics represe:.tinc the parents of a class 
for whose henefit, thev suhmit. the trust was 
estahlished—say that Erasmus Smith pro- 
moted the trusts with the paramount object of 
endowing a free educational foundation for 
the children of tenants and inhabitants of 
his Irish estate, and of other poor persons, 
and had little ar no concern for the nronaea- 
tion of any form of Protestantism, 
and imposed no religious. tests. They 
counter-claimed a _ declaration that the 
trusts are charitable. and that the 
paramount object of the trusts was educa- 
tional and not religious. They also claim 
that a scheme for the administration of the 
trusts may be settled by the Court. 

The Rev. James Moody, William Doran, 
and Alexander 8. Anderson, all representa- 
tives of the Presbyterian congregation ‘n Dun- 
dalk, who are also ‘‘special defendants,’’ 
submit that the endowment was a Presbv- 
terian endowment; that if it was not purely 
a Prebysterian endowment it was a Presby- 
terian and an Episcopalian endowment; and 
if it was neither, that the Prebvsterians were 
entitled to share equally with all denomina- 
tions in its benefits.

WHO WAS ERASMUS SMITH? 

Opening the case for the plaintiffs Mr. 
Jellett said that the first thing one naturally 
asked was who was this gentleman, Erasmus 
Smith? Erasmus Smith, he said. was born in 
the vear 1611. He was the eldest son of 
Sir Roger Smith by his second marriage, and 
was hantised in the Parish Church of Ea- 
mondsthorne, on the 8th April. 1611. His 
three children were haptised in the parish of 
St. James, in Middlesex. The next thing 
that counsel wanted to refer to was Erasmus 
Smith's will. 

Mr. Lavery objected to the admissibility of 
the will as evidence of the construction of 
the trust. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he would 
allow Mr. Jellett to go on, and the matter 
could be dealt with later 

Mr. Jellett said that the will was dated 
the 9ih Mav, 1690, and directed that the 
hody af Erasmus Smith should be buried in 
the churchyard of the Parish Church of 
Huntingdon. The pew where he sat in the 
church was to be settled, and to he enjoved 
by his relations and familv inhabiting the 
same parish. In dealing with this residue. in 
default of certain issue, he gave the residue 
to Christ’s Hospital, London. and that was 
an important factor to remember. Further on 
in the will, in default of issue. he gave that 
property to the same body, and then. a goad 
way on, he gave to his kinsman, William 
Smith, £1.000 on condition that the grandson 
of Edward Smith should he brought nn and 
edneated in the Protestant religion and faith. 
At the very end he directed his executors and 
guardians of his children. to take all the care 
they could that his children might be educated 
in the fear of God and in the knowledge of 
the Holy Scriptures. All those things that 
were found in the will, said Mr. Jellett. leit 
little doubt in the ordinary mind of what 
the religion was of the man who had said 
them. 


were 


AN “ ADVENTURER." 

Another thing about Erasmus Smith was 
that he was an “‘adventurer’’; that was, one 
of those people in England who either ad 
vanced money for the purpose of putting 
down rebellion in Ireland in 1641, or provided 
or paid for troops to assist in that operation, 
and accordingly Erasmus Smith did advance 
money and did acquire considerable quantities 
of land in Ireland. He aceouired Jand from 
the Crown and by the purchase of certificates 
given to “ adventurers,’’ showing how much 
money they had paid or advanced to assist 
in suppressing the rebellion. In Christ's Hos- 
pital there was a box called the Erasmus 
Smith box, containing amongst other docu 
ments some of these certificates,which wou!'d 
be produced, and some of which he now 
produced, with the assigument of the land 
endorsed on them. 

Christ’s Hospital from the beginning was 
an essentially Protestant institution. and its 
foundation was the result of the Reforma- 
tion. Erasmus Smith was entered and sworn 
in in February. 1635. as a member of the 
Grocers’ Company. He was a member of the 
Committee of Adventurers of Grocers’ Hall. 
which was an essentially and exclusively 
Protestant institution from the time of Queen 
Elizabeth, in 1558. e gave a considerable 
quantity of the lands which he had acquired 
to Christ’s Hospital. Books and docu- 
ments of 1675 showed that those consisted 


of 2,034 plantation acres in County Limerick, 
1,994 in County yO 985 in County 
Sligo and 1,011 in County Galway, makin 
a total number of acres which, in 1677, 
yielded a rent of per annum. The 
expenses were £445, which left a surplus 
worth over £140 per annum. One moiety of 
the charities was to be devoted to Ireland 
and the other to Mr. Smith, That showed 
that he was entitled to dispose of 6,000 
acres in Ireland to the institution in London 
in 1675. 

Erasmus Smith settled an annual sum on 
Christ’s Hospital in 1676 to pay “a grave 
and orthodox divine’’ to instruct the 
children of the hospital three days of the 
week in the catechism of the Bishop of 
Armagh, Dr. Ball; in Mr. Bergin’s catechism 
of the Assembly of Divines; and the cate- 
chism allowed by the Church of England. 

ORIGIN OF THE TRUST. — 

That, said Mr. Jellett, was the position in 
outline of the gentleman whose intentions 
thev were about to discuss. Erasmus Smitb, 
in December, 1657. executed the deed which 
was the foundation of those schools and the 
origin of the entire of the trust. The 
trustees whom he appointed were Protestants, 
and Protestants alone. The objects of those 
schools was to teach the pupils in “' good 
literature, good manners,” and in the way 
in which thev would be shown the errors :Í 
“the heinous and manifold sins” of his 
time. That. contended counsel, showed that 
Erasmus Smith did not entertain a very 
high idea, at least, of some of the inhabitants 
in this country. 3 

Mr. Justice Meredith—What connection 
had he with Ireland? 

Mr. Jellett—He was an “‘ adventurer.’ 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Except as an “' ad- 
venturer.” had he ever been to Ireland ? 

Mr Jellett—-1 do not know. He may have 
been an army contractor here, but I cannot 
state that as a fact.. Counsel went on to 
sav that Erasmas Smith, having indicated 
the then existing state of affairs, wished to 
show how it could be remedied. He showed 
the trust and confidence which he had in 
the Protestant Church by desiring that per- 
sons in Ireland should be brought up “in 
the fear of God and in good literature, to 
speak the English tongue and for good ends. 
The “ fear of God ” was the first matter 
mentioned, and was linked with ‘‘ good 
literature.”’ 

NOT A LARGE ASSUMPTION. i 

Knowing who this gentleman was and his 
réligion, and that the people whom he 
selected to carry out the trust, were of the 
same religion as himself, it was not a large 
assumption to say that “ education in the 
fear of God ” meant education in the religion 
of the man himself. That was the religion 
of the “ adventurers,’’ and it was absurd to 
think that he would appoint trustees to carry 
out the doctrines of any other Church. 
Erasmus Smith was one of those who strongly 
and violently protested against the doctrines 
of the Church of Rome. He founded by the 
decd, certain grammar schools, which at that 
time were regarded as part of the organi- 
sation of the Protestant Church. 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked if all the 
trustees were people who were living in Ire- 
land. 

Mr. Jellett replied that a considerable 
number of them was, but not all. Some of 


them were Aldermen of the City of Dublin, 
and were on the spot, and some were in Ire- 
land, having regard to the offices which they 
filled. like those of the Receiver-General and 
the Accountant-General. while four of them 
were Aldermen of the City of Dublin. 
Explaining the classes of children who were 
to be educated, Mr. Jellett said that two of 
these classes were to be educated free, and the 
third was the class of children who were being 
made fit to go to Trinity College. A _ vital 
clause was that it was declared to be the 
intention of founder and trustees that the 
schoolmasters were to be obliged twice every 
day to pray with the scholars and catechise 
them once every week. The provisions of 
that clause were, counsel said, mandatory. 


Mr. Justice Meredith—It is not being done 
now, 

MANDATORY PROVISIONS. 

Mr. Jellett—-Protestant education is pro- 
vided in all these schools, and catechism and 
all the rest of it. The original object of 
Vrasmus Smith was education in ‘the fear of 
God and good literature, and there were man- 
datory provisions in reference to both classes 
of education. The education to be provided 
rust be education in the Protestant faith and 
doctrine. If otherwise it would be tmcon- 
ceivable that he would have provided for the 
Protestant catechism, and that was what he 
lad done. Education in the Protestant faith 
and doctrine must be given, and the obliga- 
{ion to do that was no whit less than the 
obligation to teach grammar, reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 

Summing up his arguments on these points. 
Mr. Jellett said that the clauses show that 
this was a Frotestant establishment or foun- 
dation; the man was a Protestant himself; 
the trustees were Protestants; the founder 
made arrangements for preparing for Trinity 
College, which at that time was an exclusively 
Protestant University ; there was the prescrip- 
tion of the Catechism of the Assembly ce 
Divines, and the approval by the Lord Chan- 
cellor or the Lord Chief Baron of the persons 
to be appointed trustees. What the founder 
Was aiming at was the setting up of grammar 
schools. and that those grammar schools were 
originally started to promote the Reforma- 
tion. The last and most important matter 
was that the religion was obligatory. DPro- 
testant edncation was to be provided in all 
these schools. 

Counsel had not concluded his opening 
statement when the Court adjourned until 
to-day.

CLAIM AGAINST BENEFIT 
SOCIETY. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
M'NRNAGHAN.) 

The Supreme Court reserved judgment in 
an appeal which was brought on behalf of 
the Post Office Workers’ Mutual Benefit 
Society, Cromwell road, London, from an 
order of .the High Court giving liberty to 
T. Brennan and R. Doyle, two retired post- 
men, residing in Dublin, to issue and serve 
a summons on the representatives of the 

society out of the jurisdiction. 

The action relates to a claim for benefit, 
plaintiffs, it was stated, representing 100 
postmen who had retired under Article 10 
of the Treaty, and who claim about £100 
each. The defendants contend that plaintiffs 
having retired voluntarily are not entitled to 
full benefit. i 

The principle question in the case is 
whether the contract between the plaintiffs 
and defendants was made in Ireland or in 
England.

DEPUTATION from the _ Irish 

Engineering Industrial Union, consist- 

ing of Messrs. J. O’Brien and J. J. 
Redmond, waited on the Dublin Union Com. 
mittee yesterday and, having criticised the 
action of Free State architects in giving 
engineering contracts to firms outside the 
Free State, urged the Committee to use its 
influence to end the system. 

Mr. O’Brien pointed out that, although 
there were large numbers of unemployed 
in the Free State, during the past six months 
from £20,000 to £25,000 had gone out of the 
country in contracts to firms that did not 
give employment to Free State workers. 
Institutious in Dublin, Tallaght, Maryborough 
and Clonmel, he said, had been fitted with 
heating during the period, and in no case 
had the work been given to Free State 
workers. 

HIGHER STANDARD OF LIVING. 

Mr. Redmond said that English firms were 
getting Jrish money for carrying out 
engineering work in this country while there 
were men here walking the streets. The 
probability was that these men would have 
to go to the Union eventually. His organi- 
sation was doing its best to end that state 
of affairs, but help from other sources was 
also needed. 

Their protest was based on the fact that 
there were five firms in Dublin catering for 
this class of work. It looked to him and his 
colleagues as if there was a boycott on native 
firms. 

They knew the reason: it was because the 
Irish trade unions maintained a_ higher 
standard of living than the English. 
Labourers in Dublin got 1s. 4d. an hour. 
compared with ls. 24d. per hour for fitters 
in Belfast and England. | 

LOCAL MEN THROWN ON RATES. 

Replying to the deputation, the Chairman 
(Mr. P. J. Medlar) said that two contracts 
had to be carried out shortly in the Dublin 
Union and both had been given to Dublin 
firms. He was sure that the Board would 
also give any future contracts to Dublin. 
Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T.D., supporting the 
views expressed by the deputation, said that 
he was rather surprised to hear that the 
Irish firms were not asked to tender. 

Mr. J. J. Sheil (solicitor) said that it 
seemed to him that the deputation had done 
a very valuable public service in coming to 
the Committee, which was the authority in 
charge of the relief of unemployment. He 
thought it would be well that public opinion 
Should be focused on matters of this kind. 
and the opportunity should not be lost bv 
the Committee—assuming, as they were 
entitled to assume, that the statement of 
the deputation were correct—to protest in 
the strongest possible manner against the 
procedure of actually refusing the firms that 
would give local employment an opper- 
tunity of tendering for the works. 
The idea of bringing over ‘‘ foreign ” work- 
men simply meant that the local men were 
thrown on the rates. 

MATTER FOR LEGISLATORS. 

It seemd to him that many of the emplovers 
were very critical of the operations of public 
authorities who wanted to make it a condi- 
tion of a contract that local labour should be 
employed. ‘The action of these people was 
indefensible. They should see that the money 
contributed by this country should go back 
to the workers of the country. Nothing could 
justify them in importing labour, thus taking 
the bread out of the mouths of our own 
people. 

This was also in existence in too high a 
degree in connection with other businesses iv 
the Free State. He thought that it was time 


that their legislators took the matter in hand | 


and put a stop to it. 

Alderman Thomas Lawlor said that he 
hoped that the action of the deputation would 
be only the forerunner of other efforts to 
expose the transactions of some of the com- 
munities mentioned. It was a shocking and 
disgraceful state of affairs, and one which 
public opinion would have to arrest. There 
should, he thoughi, be some big demonstra- 
tion against it, now that they had the confer- 
ence of architects being held in Dublin. The 
deputation could rest assured that the com- 
mittee would give the matter its sympathetic 
and earnest consideration. 

The Chairman said that he hoped that the 
efforts of the deputation would be successful, 
and they aan have the unanimous good 
wishes of the committee. 

The deputation thanked the committee for 
its sympathetic hearing of the matter and 
withdrew. 

RELIEF BILL. 

Mr. Shiel said that in regard to the Drum- 
condra and Coolock Dispensary area com- 
plaints had been made that the committee had 
been doing nothing towards making provision 
for better attendance on and care of the grow- 
ing population in that area. On the contrary, 
he said, the committee had been giving the 
matter their consideration for some time past, 
and they hoped in the next two months to 
have that area divided and another medica] 
officer appointed. 

Messrs. Corway and Healy, supervisors, re- 
ported that the amount expended on relief last 
week was £3,714 13s. 6d. The expenditure 
at present was £520 per week more than at the 
corresponding period last year.

_ entry of over three thousand for its 
thirty-second annual Show here to-day. 
Horses showed an increase in numbers. and 
gave the impression that in this respect Bally- 
mena Show is developing.

Icebergs, 


Students are perturbed, if navigators 
are relieved, by the absence of icebergs 
from the North Atlantic. formally at 
this time of the year a number of great 
bergs is visible about the trade routes, 
floating southwards into the warm seas 
where eventually they © anish. During 
this spring, however, the ice patrol in 
Boston harbour has lain idle, waiting 
vainly for the appearance of the bergs. 
Experts differ about the cause of their 
absence. Some blame the Gulf Stream, 
and quote statements from the eastern 
Arctic to show that winters have 
become warmer of late years; they 
attribute this gratifying change to 
an extension of the Gulf Stream's 
course further northwards. Other experts. 
contending that icebergs are a product oí 
two or three winters, rather than of one, 
point to the lack of snow during recent 
years. The most plausible explanation 
appears to be that of Lieutenant- 
Commander E. H. Smith, who is regarded 
as one of the foremost American 
authorities on icebergs. He says that the 
shore ice along the coasts of Labrador and 
Greenland forms a barri. which usually 
forbids the bergs to ground in t .- shallows 
off those ccasts, and pushes them back into 
the current that sweeps southwards. 
During this year, for some reason— 
perhz 3, he suggests, because of the great 
drought that impoverished America last 
summer—the ice fence has not attained 
sufficient strength to prevent the bergs 
from grounding. They <re held, there- 
fore, in the shallows off shore, and do not 
drift southwards into the trade routes. 
We might think that the unusual 
conditions «f this season would afford a 
rare opportunity for the study of Arctic 
phenoinena.

THE INTERNATIONAL 
SCHEME. 


The. scheme for an International Agri- 
cultural Credits Company was decided 
upon as a result of discussions at the 
Commission for European Union, the 
Foreign Secretary told Sir Rennell Rodd 
in the House of Commons yesterday. Mr. 
Henderson added that its purpose was to 
make loans on mortgage, through the 
agency of a central bank. to peasant 
cultivators in Central and Eastern Europe, 
and, in particular, to assist them to change 
over from wheat-growing to other forms 
of agricultutal production. 

It was hoped to raise, in various finan 
cial centres, a capital of £10.000,000, of 
which £1,000,000 would be issued at the 
outset. In addition, a special reserve 
fund of £1,000,000 would be. set up, to 
which all Governments which were parties 
to the Convention would contribute. The 
share of His Majesty's Government in the 
United Kingdom would be approximately 
£120,000. It was proposed that this 
reserve should be deposited with the Bank 
for International Settlements, should bear 
interest, and in due course be repaid out 
of the profits of the company.

BRITISH BAN ON 
IRISH CATTLE.

SHIPMENT OF ANIMALS

The Department of Agriculture, Dublin, 
was officially informed yesterday by the 
British Ministry of Agriculture and 


Fisheries that foot-and-mouth disease has. 


been confirmed in three Irish animals at 
Kiln Hall, Farleton, Westmoreland. The 
movement of all Irish animals from 
British landing places has been prohibited, 
and the British Ministry have made an 
Order prohibiting landing of all animals 
from Ireland until further notice. 
_ The Northern Ministry of Agriculture 
issued a similar notice, adding that no 
cattle, sheep or swine should be sent for- 
ward for shipment until further notice. 
A Ministry of Agriculture official in 
Liverpool yesterday stated that the Order 
will seriously affect the cattle trade at 
Birkenhead, Liverpool and Fleetwood, 
which are important centres of tha Irish 
cattle trade. 


TWO OUTBREAKS. 


The British Ministry of Agriculture 
state that an outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease was confirmed yesterday at 
Farleton, Westmoreland, and at Myvyers- 
cough, Preston. 

An Order prohibiting the landing of 
cattle, sheep. pigs and goats from Ireland 
and the Isle of Man after yesterday until 
further notice has been made. 

As a result of the prohibition, 2,281 
animals ready for shipment were held up 
in Cork yesterday. Of these 600 cattle and 
500 pigs were intended for Fishguard, and 
770 cattle and 611 pigs for Liverpool. 

Waterford port was closed yesterday to 
cattle shipments. Nine hundred cattle 
and three hundred sheep,. many of them 
already aboard ship, were refused export 
yesterday afternoon to Birkenhead per the 
Clyde steamer Rockabill.

HAMILTON, BERMUDA,

RAILWAY WAGES 
DISPUTE. 


CONFERENCE WITH VITAL 
ISSUES.

As is already known, the decision of the 
Board. which is, in the main, identical] with 
the provisional agreement arrived at earlier 
at the meeting of the Negotiation Committee, 
has been accepted bv the Railway Clerks’ 
Association and the Amalgamated Society of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen. ; 

The conference to-day is of the utmost im- 
portance for two reasons. Its decision will 
mean either peace or disruption in the rail- 
way services of the country. Should the de- 
cision be in favour of the rejection of the de 
cision of the Wages Board, then it means the 
destruction of the machinery for negotiation ; 
for that machinery will have failed in its ob. 
ject—the settling of railway disputes by arbi- 
tration. 

It would be difficult to try to forecast 
the result of the conference, but I understand 
that, while the Dublin and a number of other 
branches of the N.U.R. have instructed their 
delegates to vote against the ecceptance of 
the decision of the Wages Board, a good many 
country branches are in favour of the adop- 
tion of the decision.

EXQUISITE 
COLOURS 
FAVOURED. 


ASCOT, Wednesday. 

It was the day of the multitude. They 
were packed in their tens of thousands on 
the Heath. There was disappointment 
when it was announced that the King 
would not drive along the new mile, as 
had oeen originally arranged. Clouds 
threatened rain during the morning, and 
it was considered inadvisable that the 
King should risk riding in an open car- 
riage, and their Majesties, with other 
members of the Royal Family, drove to 
the course in a closed motor car. 

There was only one sharp shower just 
before the races began, and the King 
found the afternoon so enjoyable that he 
remained until the last race had been 


run. 

The attempt made on the first day of 
Ascot to attain a more ordinary standard 
of women’s clothes was entirely defeated 
to-day. Long skirts, filmy fabrics, 
picture hats and the daintiest of foot- 
wear came into their own again, and very 
few tailored silk costumes and neat coats 
and dresses were seen. 

The outstanding feature was the 
exquisite colours which were worn, not 
the soft pastel tones that have been 
offered by the dressmakers all through 
the London season for social occasions, 
but definitely deep blues, reds and 
greens. Jade and emerald indeed were 
seen constantly in the Royal enclosure, 
and, where frocks ‘were of filmy materials, 
like chiffon or lace, and hats of crinoline, 
the effect was charming. 


THE ROYAL BOX. 


The Roval box provided a wonderful 
splash of varied colour. The Queen had 
chosen that beautiful tone of orchid 
manve which suited her silver hair so 
well. Her georgette gown was of this 
colour, el of embroidery on the 
corsage gleaming with silk threads, and 
her folded tissue toque was of mauve shot 
with silver. 

Over the gown she wore a magnificent 
cloak of'silver grey tissne, the sleeves cut 
in one with the body of the garment, so 
that when she put out an arm it gave a 
most attractive wing effect. A spray of 
orchids pinned to her cloak Seas ir the 
mauve threads in her toque. 

The Duchess of York in rose red and 
ivory, and Princess Mary in a soft tone 
of her favourite blue, added their quota 
to the colourful picture.

ANKLE LENGTH. 


Few, if any, of the dresses swept the 
ground. Most of them were ankle length, 
and the longest of all cleared the ground 
by an inch or two, only revealing the toe 
of a satin slipper or the high heel of a kid 
one. 

The little bowler hats of coarse straw. 
worn coquettishly at one side to reveal 
waves of hair and with an upturned brim. 
were very popular with women, who felt 
that they couid not face the ordeal of hold. 
ing on with both hands to a wide-brimmed 
creation. 

Several toilets of Victorian tendency 
were to be seen in the paddock. One 
woman, tall enough to carry it off well, 
had a black and red patterned silk gown. 
little flounces finishing the hem of the 
skirt and a sash of ribbon which matched 
it, tied bustle fashion at the back. A 
little bowler hat was perched on a “ bun ”’ 
of hair, and a feather fell from the brim 
of the hat down the back of her gown. 
Broderie Anglais dresses, reminiscent of 
our grandmothers’ day, were among the 
most attractive to be seen. In most cases 
the colour was pale beige, and the flounces 
and fichu of organdie muslin gave a finish- 
ing touch, and a wide silk sash the neces- 
sary touch of colour. 

Short silk coatees were added to many 
dresses. One woman had a quaint black 
satin coatee printed in Oriental colour- 
ings, chiefly red and green, anl drawn into 
the waist over a black satin frock by a 
sash-like belt with long silk ends. Another 
racegoer wore one of plain white silk 
taffetas, meéulded to her figure with a 
sleeveless dress of navy crépe-de-chine. 
Pompadour silks in lingerie pink and 
blues feshioned many others, their wearers 
looking rather as if they had slipped on 
negliqée jackets.

GREAT RUSH ON THE TOTE.

Queues of top-hatted men 
and exquisitely-gowned women waited in 
the approaches to every window where one 
could invest on the two-shilling unit. 

The Prince of Wales, in the paddock, 
looked on at the scene, and appeared to be 
amused at seeing some whom he knew well 
waiting patiently to put on their small 
bet. he horses were saddled, and stil] 
hundreds remained in the queues. Then 
the bell went and the windows automati- 
cally closed, and the crowds had to walk 
away. ‘They were not only too late to get 
their money on, but too late to see the 
race. 

Matters eased in the next race, in which 
there were only three runners, and not a 
great deal was invested. For the principal 
race, the Roval Hunt Cup, £16.846 were 
invested, which is said to be a ‘‘ record ”' 
for the tote on a single race. 

Captain Campbell, one of the officials of 
the tote, in an interview, said that they 
were agreeably surprised at the success 
which had marked the greatest venture 
they had yet made. He confidently ex- 
pected that, provided the weather kept 
good, something like £200,000 would be 
invested on the tote during the meeting. 


TO ROME AND BACK 
IN 91 HOURS. 


AIRMAN’S GREAT FLIGHT. 


Captain Frank M. Hawks, the American 
airman, flew to Rome and back yesterday 
in nine hours thirty-eight minutes of 
actual flying time. He averaged nearly 
190 miles an hour, or over three miles a 
minute. This was Captain Hawks’s second 
attempt to dash to and from Rome in a 
day. In April he .1ew to Rome in five 
hours twenty-two minutes—a ‘‘ record ’’— 
but on the return journey was forced down 
in France owing to petro] shortage. 

Yesterday he left Croydon at 5.30 a.m. 
and arrived in Rome at eight minutes past 
ten. His time, therefore, was four hours 
thirty-eight minutes, which was an average 
speed of 200 miles an hour. He left Rome 
at 12.56 and reached Croydon at 5.56—s0 
his homeward journey occupied exactly five 


hours.

PRELATE’S PROTEST| 


TO GOVERNMENT. 


PREMIER’S AID SOUGHT. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Wednesday. 

The following is the substance of the 

rotest sent by Cardinal Segura and the 
letropolitan Bishop to the Provisional 
Government, which received it to-day. The 
protest is dated Rome, June órd :— 

Firstly—It is pointed out that the pre- 
lates instructed Catholics to adhere to the 
constituted authority, in the belief that 
the rights of the Church and of religion 
would be respected, but in view of recent 
events they have had to give expression 
to the painful effect which certain 
measures infringing the rights which 
Catholics have enjoyed from time imme- 
morial have now produced. 

Secondly—The document points out 
various alleged infringements of the rights 
of the Church. 

Thirdly—The Primate adds an energetic 
protest to that of all: good Spaniards 
against the burning of churches and 
convents. 

Fourt!:'v—The Premier is asked to give 
effect to his repeated promises that the 
rights of Catholics shall be respected by 
intervening to ask the Government that 
all decrees interfering with Catholic 
freedom shal! be revoked. 

A formal Note was handed to the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs this morning 
by the Papal Nuncio protesting against 
the expulsion of Monsignor Segura, the 
Cardinal Primate. The Bishop of Madrid 
this afternoon called upon the head of the 
Government and _ protested in very 
respectful terms against the treatment 
which had been extended to the Cardinal 


‘Primate, and especially the circumstances 


of his arrest and expulsion. He voiced his 
protest in the name of all the Spanish 
bishops. . 

To a journalist who questioned him on 
the subject, the Bishop said that the 
interview had been most cordial. 


THE EXILED PRIMATE.

HENDAYE, Wednesday. 

The Primate of Spain, Cardinal Segura. 
spent all vesterday resting in a modest 
hotel here, as he was completely exhausted 
after his tiring journey from Spain by car. 
The Cardinal is attended only by a young 
priest, who is acting as secretary. . 

A number of journalists from Paris and 
Spain arrived to interview the Cardinal. 
but he declared with the utmost courtesy 
that he would prefer not to speak, but to 
leave the Vatican or the Papal Nuncio in 
Spain to make any comment on the un- 
expected manner in which he was ejected 
from Spain. 

This morning the exiled Cardinal went 
out for a motor drive. 
he will take the opportunity of visiting a 
number of residences in this neighbour- 
hood which might serve as a future home. 
although it has been rumoured that the 
Cardinal would take a house at Tarbes or 
Lourdes. The truth is that His Eminence 
has at yet no definite plans.

INDUSTRIES OF THE 
DOMINIONS.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—The latest unemployment 
figures published by the Ministry of 
Labour, those for June 8th, show an in- 
crease of 96,000 over those for May 18th, 
bringing the total number up to 2,602,898. 
The period during which a seasonal im- 
provement may reasonably be expected is 
almost over, but at no time in the year 
has the number of 
below 2,500,000. Yet there are no signs of 
any constructive policy on the part of the 
Government to help industry, to provide 
work and waves, and—what is almost 
worse—no sign that they realise the 
danger to the financial stability of the 


country disclosed by these figures, no sign | 


that they have taken to heart the lessons 
of the present crisis to Australia. Their 
time and the time of Parliament is being 
wasted by legislative inanities when there 
is greater need than at any time in our 
history for courageous statesmanship. 

If the Government are too apathetic, 
too paralysed by the difficulties of the 
situation even to look for a remedy, there 
is all the more reason why leaders of 
industry should co-operate energetically 
and effectively in every scheme that pro- 
mises improvement. The recent mission 
to Canada of the Federation of British 
Industries has urged upon manufacturers 
since its return the desirability of getting 
into closer touch with Canadian manufac- 
turers—and the same arguments apply to 
the other Dominions—and to work out 
with them plans by which the industries 
of the two countries could help and co- 
operate with one another to their mutual 
benefit. | 


THE HABIT OF CO-OPERATION. 

There is no room for cherishing even a 
vestige of the old half-resentful regret 
that the Dominions have ceased to devote 
themselves exclusively to the production of 
food and raw materials, adds The Times. 
It is an out-of-date attitude in these days, 
and it was always a mistaken one. If the 
proper co-operative spirit 1s shown, the 
more complete development of the Domi- 
nions should result in a greater, not a 
smaller. demand for goods produced in 
Great Britain, though naturally there will 
be a change in the type of goods required ; 
and there must be not only a readiness to 
co-operate with Dominion n.anufacturers 
in the development of Dominion resources 
and Dominion industries, but a readiness 
on the part of British manufacturers to 
co-operate with one another, in order the 
more effectively to co-operate with the 
Dominions. 

Happily, the habit of co-operation is 
already taking firm root among British 
industrialists. By fostering its growth and 
promoting its effective use the leaders of 
British industry can do something to 
mitigate thé effects of the present depres- 
sion and put the country in a position to 
take full advantage of its opportunities as 
soon as world trade begins to revive.

She added that 
she had heen severely reprimanded - ny 
Signorina Buonacura, the President of the 
Club, for her action. 

The Major of the local Carabinieri was 
about to let the matter drop. but changed 
his mind as the result of the “ repeated 
instances ” of the Fascist Secretary. 

An accusation was, according to the 
Osservatore Romano, consequently ex- 
torted from the child against Signorina 
Bunonacura. who was charged with having 
instigated the act. Signorina Buonacura 
was. therefore, arrested, together with 
Signorina Annunziata, the treasurer oÍ 
the club. The two women were im- 
prisoned, first at Pompeii and then at 
Poggioreale, and were tried at Naples. 
where they were sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment. They were, however.

The Local Government (Dublin) (Amend- 
ment) Bill was read a second time.

‘The bill proposed to increase 
the membership of the Committee. It also 
sought to dissolve finally the Boards of 
Guardians of Dublin, Rathdown and Bal- 
rothery, and to transfer their functions to 
Boards of Assistance.

Week” last night, when it gave the 
annual ‘‘ Ladies’ Night’’ conce:t. This 
was the Society’s .29Íst, copcert. At other 
concerts in the course of a season the pro- 
grammes often are rather austere in charac- 
ter, representing the studious side of the 
members’ undertakings; music more frankiy 
entertaining usually is chosen for ‘‘ Ladies 
Night.” Last nights fare was eminently 
pleasant. It comprised ““ Phaudrig 
Crohoore,” a vigorous setting by Stanford 
of a ballad of Irish life that was well known 
forty or filty years ago, and “ Hiawatha’s 
Departure,’ the third and last of the can- 
tatas founded by Coleridge Taylor on Long- 
fellow’s ‘* Hiawatha.” : 

Both these works abound in rousing ap- 
pealing choral music, with orchestral sup- 
port, and there were also pleasant occasions 
for solo singing. Although small in scale 
by the side of oratorio, and other works 
sometimes undertaken by the Society, 
‘“Phaudrig Crohoore ” and '' Hiawatha s 
Departure " both make big demands on the 
performers’ skill, and Dr. Hewson deserved 
congratulation again on the outcome of the 
preparations, which themselves must have 
afforded the members of the choir and 
orchestra some pleasant practice hours. The 
solo singers were Miss Violet Burne 
(soprano), Mr. H. R. Lawrence (tenor), and 
Mr. Robert Irwin (baritone). 

Stunford’s works have been strangely 
neglected by Dublin choral societies during 
the past quarter of a century. It must be 
nearly twenty-five years since “Phaudng 
Crohoore ” was performed last, the occasion 
being a Dublin Oratorio Society concert in 
the Rotunda. ‘The Voyage of Maeldune ° 
has been performed once during the period 
by the University of Dublin Choral Society. 
I do not recollect any performance of the 
‘‘ Ballad of the Revenge,’’ that spirited setting 
of Tennyson’s narrative. Ali are attractive 
works, such as performers, as well as lis- 
teners, enjoy. ‘ Phaudrig Crohoore” went 
last night with splendid spirit. Specially 
effective were the rousing passages for men's 
voices; they made the audience feel that 
Phaudrig was, indeed, a “‘ broth of a boy.” 

Coleridge Taylor's first work of genius, the 
delightful ‘‘ Hiawatha’s Wedding Feast,” is 
fairly well knewn here, and the next cantata 
of the series, ‘‘The Death of Minnehaha,” 
has been performed. Coleridge Taylor com- 
pleted his settings of Hiawatha episodes with 
the beautiful work, given at last night’s con- 
cert, telling of the white missionary’s coming, 
Hiawatha’s vision of its meaning to his 
people, and the departure of Hiawatha, whose 
character now has changed from the young 
lover of fair Minnehaha to a sad and serious 
prophet and leader of his simple and 
lovable ~ Red Indian people to the 
Land of Spirits, the kindom of Poonema. 
The previous episode had closed with 
Hiawatha’s broken-hearted farewell to Minne- 
haha; the new episode breaks into a brighter 
atmosphere with the lovely soprano solo, 
‘Spring had Come with all its Splendour.” 
The solo was prettily sung by Miss Violet 
Burne. The solemn strains of Hiawatha’s 
parting address to his people were delivered 
with fine dignity by Mr. Robert Irwin. The 
tenor solo music was admirably sung by 
Mr. H. R. Lawrence. The delivery of the 
charming orchestral music in the Coleridge 
Taylor cantata was marked by excellent 
tone from the strings, led by Signor Grossi.

THE CLOSE OF THE EVIDENCE. 


Daniel Mahony was the first witness 
called yesterday. He said that he worked 
with the prisoner’s husband at Guinan’s, 
and about the beginning of February last 
Walsh complained to him that he could not 
sleep owing to the rats on the roof. 

Answering Mr. Healy, the witness said 
that he himself was not troubled with the 
rats in any way. 

Patrick Fogarty; Gormanstown, said that 
he met the accused woman on May 6th in 
Kilmallock, and she told him that she was 
there looking for employment. 

Timothy Walsh, a brother of Michael 
Walsh, said that he was two years older 
than his brother. 

Mr. Harrison—Were you ever in the Cork 
Mental Hospital?—No. I was not. 


MEDICAL OFFICER’S STATEMENT. 

Dr. John Fitzgerald, Deputy Medical 
Superintendent of the Cork Mental Hospi- 
tal, produced a case book showing that a 
man named Timothy Walsh, residing at 
Comery Connell, was in the institution for 
six months in 1898. He was discharged 
cured. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Of course you cannot 
identify the last witness as being that per- 
son? 

Dr. Fitzgerald—No; the man I had in 
hospital in 1898 was only 22 years of age. 

Mr. Harrison (for the accused)—Another 
brother of the deceased man is now in tge 
institution ?—Yes ; he was admitted since the 
death of the accused woman’s husband. I 
am glad to say that he is recovering. 

Mr. Harrison—Would the shock of the 
death of his brother under such circum- 
stances be responsible for his present con- 
dition?—I do not think so. Both brothers 
had the same type of insanity. 

Answering further questions, the witness 
said that in the case of the death of a man 
from alcoholic insanity he would not expect 
to find signs of cirrhosis of the liver. It 
was peculiar that in such cases there was a 
marked absence of the disease. 

Mr. Finlay, K.C, (for the State)—In a case 
of alcoholic insanity, would not the symptoms 
be manifest to a layman—would not a person 
be queer in his ways’—Of course, he would. 

Superintendent O’Sullivan was recalled by 
the Judge and asked if there was any truth 
in the statement of the accused woman in 
her evidence on Tuesday that in taking the 
statement from her he (the Superintendent) 
accused her of putting the poison in the 
lemonade glass and so frightened her that 
she was not able to tell the full story. ? 

The Superintendent said that this was not 
trne. As a matter of fact. when he took 
the statement he did not know that strych- 
nine had been found in the glass. : 


COUNSEL’S ADDRESS TO THE 
JURY. 

Mr. Harrison, addressing the jury, said 
that it was suggested by the prosecution 
that the motive for the crime was that the

She could have taken either of 
those courses rather than commit the awful 
deed of doing away with her husband. 
Referring to the purchase of the poison, 
Mr. Harrison said that the prisoner went 
to a shop where she was known for it. 
Admittedly, she forged a man’s name in 
order to get the poison which her husband 
wanted for the purpose of destroying rats. 
She did not ask the chemist for any par- 
ticular poison, and he gave her ten grains 
of strychnine—enough to kill twenty people. 

Counsel suggested that Walsh, tired of his 
wife and tired of his life, made up his mind 
to do away with himself and his wife—in 
other words, he decided to commit both 
murder and suicide. Walsh might have put 
the strychnine into the lemonade himself, 
taken some of the lemonade, and then handed 
the glass to the accused woman in the hope 
that she would drink the rest. Or, again, he 
might have put the poison in the glass for 
his wife only, intending to take some of it 
himself later. 

Considering that a fatal dose of strychnine 
would manifest itself in from a few minutes 
to an hour, the jury would see that there 
was a big discrepancy between the time of 
Walsh’s death and the time that the poison 
was alleged to have entered his body. Could 
not Walsh have taken the poison after 
parting with his wife on the 6th of May? 

Concluding, counsel submitted that the 
actions of the prisoner throughout the in- 
vestigation were those of a woman with an 
easy conscience. 


REPLY FOR THE STATE. 


Mr. Healy, replying for the State, said 
that it had been proved that the prisoner 
secured strychnine by means of a _ forged 
letter, and was carrying on an intrigue with 
another man. She had apparently sound 
reason tor «isliking her husband, and it had 
been shown that she had the poison at the 
crucial time. He submitted that she should 
have been able to give a satisfactory explana- 
tion as to how Walsh met his death. 

He submitted that the evidence was 
absolutely clear and coercive as to the guilt of 
the prisoner. 


MR. JUSTICE HANNA. 


My. Justice Hanna, in charging the jury, 
sald that the case was serious, not only for 
the reason that a woman was charged with 
murder, but tecause sme was charged with 
the murder of her husband, which was in 
some respects unnatural. The first thing that 
weuld probably occur to them in considering 
the case was the relations which existed 
between the patties. It was an unfortunate 
marriage. and they had been separated for 
scven years. She got him back by advertis- 
ing. hat was a critical part of the case, but 
not the most critical. 

Why did she put in the advertisement ? 
There was no doubt that there were love 
letiers passing vetween herself and Frawley, 
end these siiowed, at least, from her point of 
view, that she was attached to Frawley. It 
might be, from one point of view, that there 
was nothing wrong in putting in the 
advertisement, and that if she did not find 
him she wished to marry Frawley. That 
would be perfectiy legitimate. On the other 
hand, ihe advertisement might have been in- 
serted to get her husband back to support her. 
He came tack on 4th of January, and in a few 
months he was dead from strychnine poison- 
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ing. In a crime of this description the jury 
had to consider whether the accused woman 
had the opportunity to do this; secon 


dly, had! 


_ 


she the means, and thirdly, had she a motive 
for it? 


THE QUESTION FOR THE JURY. 

The question that the jury would have to 
decide was who administered the poison? 
Did he take it himself, or did she give it 
to him in the lemonade. A very definite 
case had been made by the accused woman 
that he poisoned himself, because he was 
tired of the whole business and would be 
very glad to get rid of her by committing 
suicide. The jury would have to give very 
grave consideration to her case, which was 
one not lightly to be put aside, but it should 
be tested. Her explanation of his death was 
that he took the poison after he parted with 
her in the laneway. Even if that explana- 
tion was not accepted, the jury should not 
come to the conclusion that she did the 
deed. She was not bound to put forward 
any explanation, and the jury should return 
their verdict after considering if the State 
had ‘made out their case. Did they think, 
if the man had made up his mind to commit 
suicide, that, what were probably his last 
words to her, should be to make an appoint- 
ment to see her at Newmarket a few days 
later to give her money for herself and their 
child. 

Referring to the letter which the prisoner 
presented for the poison, his lordship aske-1 
the jury if thev thought that it was the 
letter of an innocent woman going in to 
buy rat poison for her husband; and if 
it was not an. honest letter what did 
they think it was for. Why did she sign 
“ Bridget Murphy ” in the chemist’s poison 
book? Was the jury satisfied that the pur- 
chase of the poison was an honest transac- 
tion ? 

Dealing with the question of the lemonade, 
Mr. Justice Hanna asked, if the accueed 
woman had the intention of. poisoning her 
husband, did. the jury think that she had an 
opportunity when she got the lemonade of 
slipping the strychnine into the drink before 
her husband took it? Did the jury think that 
she had the strychnine at Conway's licensed 
premises or that her husband had it? 

The jury retired at 1.35. 

They returned to Court at 3 o'clock, and 
had Mr. Horgan, the chemist, recalled. He 
was asked if it was possible for any of the 
strychnine to get spilled on the wrapping 
paper which was put around the bottle and 
if the bottle was sealed. 

Mr. Horgan said that none of the strych- 


nine had been spilled, and the bottle was | 


sealed with a chemist’s stamp. 


THE VERDICT. 

The jury again retired, and returned to 
Court at 3.15 with a verdict of “ Not guilty,” 
and the prisoner was discharged from custody 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that, in view of the 
fact that the jury had heen engaged for three 
days in considering the case, he would make 
representation to have them exempted from 
service for three years. 

When the prisoner left the Court she was 
surrounded by a large crowd, through which 
she was escorted by a Civic Guard. Many of 
her friends, and those who gave evidence 
on her behalf, greeted her, but there was no 
cheering.

Mr. Justice Hanna said thet Mr. Murphy 
was the person responsible. He added that 
he thonght it necessarv, in the irterests of 
the administration of justice, that that 
matter should publicly inquired into. 
because every private communication sent 
to a judge for the purpose of inflrencing his 
decision or his action upon a pending matter 
was a contempt of Court. as tending 
to interfere with the course of jus- 
tice. A judge and a jury” could 
only deal with a case upon the evidence 
riven in open court before them. Fach of 
those two letters was intended to influence 
whoever it was addressed to. Mr. Vaughan 
had explained that his letter was intended 
for the Attorney-General. 

With the prepriety of that course his lord- 
ship was not concerned. it was a matter for 
the Attornev-General, but he accepted Mr. 
Vaughan’s exnlanstion that the letter was 
intended for Mr. Ferguson to be sent to the 
Attorney-General, but the mother of the 
accused woman took it to some person called 
Murphy, who wrote the second letter to him 
{the judge), endorsed in the official envelope 
which Mr. Vauchan had provided. If there 
had not been an explanation by Mr. Vaughan

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EXTENSION IN FREE STATE. 


An extension of potato blight in the 
Irish Free State was reported yesterday.

Potato blight in Great Britain was first 
seen this season on May 12th at Gulval, 
near Penzance, Cornwall, but it was not 
reported until the end of the month. On 
the 28th of that month it was noted at 
Mousehole, near the same town. Within 
the ensuing fortnight outbreaks were noted 
at Newton Abbot, in Devonshire, and in 
the Kirton district of Lincolnshire.

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CLAIM AGAINST DAIRYMAN. 


Yesterday, before Judge Shannon, in the 
Dublin Circuit Court, Joseph J, Flanagan, 
builder, Kyie House, Drumcondra, brought 
an action against Francis Lennon, dairyman, 
Upper Drumcondra road, to recover £150, 
alleged to be due for erecting tubular cow- 
stall fittings for thirty-nine cows. The fittings 
included automatic water bowls, feeding 
troughs and all necessary connections. The 
defence was that the work was included in a 
contract of February, 1929, and the defendant 
counter-claimed for £136 16s. for alleged 
breach of that contract.

MARKETS STILL 
UNCERTAIN. 


From Our FINancis, CORRESPONDENT.

A rather unsettled tendency is still evident 
on the Stock Exchange, the result largely of 
political considerations. For a time certain 
securities were considerably affected by a fear 
of unfavourable developments in Central 
Europe. That.there was some ground for this 
apprehension .is indicated by the sharp 
advances in the official discount rates of 


Austria, Hungary and Germany, while the | 


last-named country has found it necessary to 
export approximately £65,000,000 of gold to 
London. Fortunately, the measures adopted 
by the Reichsbank appear to have been 
effective in checking the outflow of capital, 
and German Government’ Bonds 
sharply from the worst. Brazilian Govern- 
ment Bonds have also risen wel], thanks to 
the punctual payment of coupons and the 
provision for the redemption of the balance .í 
a loan due on July Ist next. 


Speculators and Politics, 


Home political considerations have also been 
a factor. It would be useless to disguise the 
fact that the London Stock Exchange as a 
whole does not like the present Labour Ad- 
ministration, and would regard its resignation 
as a bull point. This explains the recent rally 
in certain directions when there appeared to 
be a prospect of a Government defeat on the 
land tax. The subsequent proceedings were 
in the nature of a fiasco, and a good deal of 
the improvement in prices was lost. Home 
Rails in particular suffered a substantial set- 
back from the highest, though it is satis- 
factory to note that the present level is well 
above the lowest touched a little while ago. 
when nokody had a good word to say for this 
section. . 


Fluctuations in Rai(s. 


Certainly, Home Rails have been a more 
interesting market of late, as illustrated by 
the fluctuations in Great Western Ordinary. 
In a comparatively short period this stock fell 
drom nearly 50 to 415. Political hopes caused 
a recovery to 49, from which there was a 
relapse to below 47. Other stocks moved 
similarly, but to a smaller extent. Whether 
Home Rails are still unduly low cannot be 
determined yet, but current prices offer 
abundant scope for appreciation, and it is, 
perhaps, not generally realised that £500 
nominal of London, Midland and Scottish 
Ordinary can be bought for less than £90. 
while the acquisition of a similar amount of 
the 4 per cent. 1923 Preference would cost 
only about £165. For the latter expenditure 
the purchaser should obtain in future £20 per 
annum, less tax, in interest. In little more 
than eight years, therefore, he would receive 
a sum equal to the amount of his outlay. 


Nominal Values. 


A similar consideration applies, of course, 
to English railways generally, and also to 
the stocks of the Great Southern Railways of 
Ireland. In the latter case £500 nominal of 
Ordinary Stock could probably be purchased 
for less than £65, a similar amount of the 
4 per cent. Preference for about, £150, and 
of the 4 per cent. Guaranteed Preference for, 
perhaps, Jess than £200. The last-named 
security should give the purchaser of the 
amount stated £20, less tax, in interest every 
year, so that In ten years he would have got 
back his purchase consideration. All this 
is assuming, of course, that the full interest 
is regularly met, and obviously current quota. 
tions indicate that there is at least some un- 
certainty upon this point. 


Gold and Credit. 


Everybody knows that the basis of credit 
for financial and trading purposes is gold. 
The stock in the Bank of England has lately 
been increased by fully £7,500,000, and, if 
1t is reckoned that this permits of the 
creation of ten times that amount of fresh 
credit, it follows that the available supply 
has been auginmented by £75,000,000 In 
other words, the banks can increase their 
loans to that extent. These matters do uot 
always work out according to theory, but the 
present ease in Lombard street is a conse- 
quence of the addition to the country’s stock 
of gold. In the past the Bank of England 
has taken measures to prevent such an 
expansion of credit by selling securities, the 
efiect of which has been that somebody else-- 
the banks, for example—has paid for the gold. 


Policy of the Bank. 


Unless the Bank adopts similar measures 
now the increase of crecit is likely to be 
reflected in prices of Gilt-edged Securities, 
owing to the necessity of employing it; for, 
unfortunately, these extra resources are not 
wanted in tirade and industry. Some 
economists urge that the ills from which the 
country is now suffering would be ypreatly 
mitigated if the purchasing power of the 
people were increased by an addition to the 
volume of credit. We certainly have that 
addition now, but it may be doubted whether 
this circumstance alone’ will contribute 
towards a trade revival. In connection with 
this matter, it may be noted that the policy 
of expansion of credit facilities as a remedy 
for trade depression was rejected by Pro- 
fessor Sprague, economic adviser to the Bank 
of England, in a recent address before the 
Royal Statistical Society. This expert con 
siders that very little can be done by 
financial agencies at present to assist anv 
recovery, but that there is already }lenty of 
credit awaiting sound enterprise. 


An Improved Situation. 

Putting on one side the extent to which 
markets were lately affected by false ooree of 
political changes, the outlook generally is 
certainly rather more encouraging now. 
Possibly the extent to which many securities 
of an investment kind depreciated in recent 
months had a greater effect upon public senti- 
ment, and also upon the ability of the public 
to support markets than most people 
imagined. For example, a great deal of 
British capital is invested in Australian 
Government Stocks. in regard to which there 
had been a fear that default in the payment of 
interest would be announced. The latest re- 
ports from the Commonwealth are much more 
encouraging, and if prices of the Government 
Stocks have not recovered much those in. 
terested have a greater assurance now that 
their interest will be regularly met. 


Attitude of the Public. 

Another section in which prices had fallen 
very seriously, that for Brazilian Government 
securities has also shown up better of late, 
and most holders are probably content now 
to await a further recovery in market values

NOT TO BE EXEMPT. 


In the Dail vesterday, 

Mr, SHEEHY (Govt., Cork Co.) asked if 
the Minister for Finance would consider the 
advisability of including provisions in the 
Finance Bill to exempt clergymen and dispen- 
sary doctors from payment of road tax o 
their motor vehicles. ) 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that he had given the matter careful con- 
sideration, but he regretted that in all the 
circumstances he could not see his way to 
make provision for exemption on the lines 
suggested. Proposals for exemptions from 
road! tax had been considered from time to 
time, and certain of them were examined by 
a sub-committee of the Roads Advisory Com- 
mittee, which was appointed in 1924. The 
sub-committee felt unable to recommend any 
exemption or rebate. As the sub-committee 
indicated in their report, the outstanding 
objection to the provision of exemption for a 
limited class from the incidence of a par- 
ticular tax was that it invariably led to 
demands, which could not be logically re- 
sisted, from other classes for similar exemp 
tion. 

There was no doubt that if the proposal 
conveyed in the deputy's question were 
adopted, many demands, which could be sup 
ported by equally strong arguments, would 
be: made from other quarters, and if thev 
were conceded, the resources of the Road 
Fund would be seriously encroached upon, 
and the burden of the local ratepayers would 
be increased
